This means that 
the average number of stills seized in 
the state per month totaled 103 and 
that 134 arrests were made a month. | 

Roughly speaking, the number of. 
stills seized in the entire country 
have varied from month to month but 
they have averaged between 1,200 to 
1.500 a month. With an average of 
103 stills seized a month in Georgia 
nlone, the country-wide average means 
that Georgia, although a bone dry 
estate, is manufacturing considerable 
liquor of her own, upon which no 
tax is paid and from which the state 
treasury receives no benefit. 

There are no goverment figures 
available here showing the amount of | 
liquor sales in the state, but the al- | 
cohol tax unit seized 38,148 gallons of | 
illieit spirits and 1,471,527 gallons of 
mash in the state from April, 1934, to 
April, 1935. 
| The amount of alcohol derived from 
mash varies considerably but a fair 
average, it 16 said, would be one gal- 
lon to every 10. gallons of mash. 
Therefore, approximately 157,000 gal- | 
lons of liquor could have been made 
from the 1,571,527 gallons of seized

Mr. Baldwin, the British prime min- 
ister, made the following remarkable 
declaration: “Our empire is the 
greatest single force in the world for 
peace, and if that were the only rea- 
son for keeping it together it would be 
a sufficient reason before the face 
of all mankind. We have to admit 
that disarmament today, as many of 
us had dreamed of it after the war, 
is rot going to be effective in the 
near future. And I hope that all 
those who, like the government, have 
worked with it and for it, will stick 
to it today as they have never done 
before. Can you expect that in 10 
years the nations of the world will 
turn over a new leaf and turn it 
over for good and forever? No. 


To fight for peace among nations is 
like the fight for decency and clean- 
liness in human lives. If you think 
it-is worth fighting, fight it and fight 
it all your life, and some day you 
will win. I wish for many reasons 
that flying had never been invented, 
but it has been. And somehow we 
have got to Christianize it.” 

Mr. Baldwin touched on the sugges- 
tion of an international air force, and 
said, “You may live to see something 
of the kind done.” But meanwhile, 
he said, there were few people, who 
would question the wisdom and right- 
eousness of the government's decision 
that so far as the air was concerned 
this country should be no whit infe- 
rior to any country within striking 
distance of our shore.

RAMIFICATION WASHINGTON, May 7.—Recent confusing 
moves on the bonus are likely to become 
more confusing before they get simpler. 

This is because several of the most influential forces behind the 
bonus have had a planned strategy. Their original plan called for 
the senate to pass the Vinson bill sponsored by the American Legion. 
The house would have dropped the Patman bill, approved by the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. The Vinson bill would then go to the 
president, who would veto it. His veto would be sustained, where- 
upon the Harrison compromise could be taken up, passed and ap- 
proved by the president. 

The fundamental idea was to make Mr. Roosevelt veto an un- 
acceptable bill before congress approves an acceptable one. 

Senate passage of the Patman bill fits in essentially with that 
Strategy because the Patman bill is even easier for the president to 


veto than was the Vinson bill. 
DUALISM § Some of you innocent people who do not know poli- 

tics may wonder why congress does not enact the 
compromise at once, and save all that time and worry. Things 
are never done here that way. 

This strategy is essentially the same as that used by Tom Saw. 
yer to escape from his aunt’s woodshed. To walk out the front 
door would be too easy. An escape, to be dignified, must look hard. 

Also you must not forget that political prestige attaches to a 
congressman who stands for a bill sponsored by the active vet- 
erans’ organizations. Later the same congressmen may stand in 
with the president by voting to sustain his veto. Thus he gets 
the prestige of supporting the veterans and the president simply 
by voting both ways on the same issue. That has been done before. 


POWER There seems to be some slight difference of inner opin- 

ion as to whether the president will have his bonus 
veto sustained by the senate. A few Senators apparently believe the 
Vinson bill might be passed over a veto. 

The exact situation on this was summed up by a wise old sena- 
torial owl, who said: “If a president who controls $4,000,000,000 
of relief expenditures cannot win more than one-third of the senate 
on any issue, he is too dumb to be president.”’ 


PARTY The big third party rally here turned out to be a meet- 
ing of the sixteenth or seventeenth party instead of the 
third. 

Four left-wing congressmen organized the meeting, ‘“‘without 
publicity,” they said. They nearly held it without publicity also 
because no one of political importance attended, The official esti- 
mate is that a throng of 75 persons was present to launch the new 
party. 

Some of the liberal senators started to attend but decided not 
to. Six house members finally showed up, including the four who 
organized the new party and two congenial friends. 

The fiasco does not mean a thing politically. The meeting never 
had a chance because no one of pulling power (like Coughlin, 
Long, Olsen) was identified with it, 


SHOW The best show in town now is the Glass subcommittee 

hearing on the bank bill. There the unreconstructed 
rebel, Senator Glass, holds forth daily at his best. He answers all 
questions, whether or not they are addressed to him, and forcefully 
rules the roost. He acts as chairman, witness, croSs-examiner, 
spoofing banker witnesses for their failure to have read the bill, 
spoofing the administration for having proposed it. This riles other 
members of the subcommittee, who squirm in their chairs and keep 
silent with difficulty.

DIPLOMACY Great Britain’s diplomatic antics lately have 

caused some authorities to surmise that she will 
abandon her traditional position as the balance of power in Europe. 
None of the State Department authorities here have been fooled into 
that assumption. 

The real reasoning behind current British policy is the same 
which has motivated her for centuries. She wants to keep any 
single group of powers from becoming too strong in Europe and 
thus threatening her own position. 

The defiant German submarine and airship policy has forced 
Britain to let Hitler think she is about to join forces with France 
and Russia. Authentic diplomatic advices here say her purpose 
is to try to get Hitler back into the family of nations with some 
reasonable evidence of his sincere desire to join in a peace agree- 
ment. 

Once that evidence is forthcoming, Britain will move right over 
to Germany’s side and start championing Hitler’s equality of rights. 


COURAGE The unusual political courage of the late Senator 

Cutting was little known because he was an un- 
obtrusive Mmdividual without the customary talent of politicians for 
speaking about themselves. He operated a newspaper out in New 
Mexico which was once bitterly fighting a rival paper. His editor 
published front page editorials denouncing the rival for printing 
secret senate business. When Senator Cutting found out about 
it, he wired his editor ordering his paper to take exactly the samé 
position as the rival. He wanted to advocate the publication of 
all senate business, even though it hurt his own business. 


BANKERS An influential banker sidled up to an administration 
man a few days ago and suggested the bankers might 

come out in favor of the new bank bill if a few changes were made. 
“No,” said the New Dealer. ‘“‘It will be all right to make some 
changes, but if the senate ever thought that the bankers of the 
country were in favor of this bill, we would never get it passed.

country since the 
panic set in has been quite as humili- 
ating as the recent reversal of the 
tourist tide which is now bringing 
parties of Germans across to New 
York to have a look at the sights, 
people and customs of the new world 
on $4 a day each. Time was, not so 
long ago, when the Americans were 
the tourists, tossing silver out the 
windows of the trains and taxis in 
foreign parts, lighting their cigarets 
with big, coarse notes of depreciated 
Europeans currency, boasting of their 
plumbing at home to the belittlement 
of European civilization, fighting the 
quaint European cops in the streets 
after midnight, howling ‘“‘Sweet Ade- 
line” in their bars and buying up 
their mansions as hideouts in which 
to get away from it all a few weeks 
every summer. 

Now the Germans are coming, and 
when the frugal German feels that he 
can afford a visit to America just for 
pleasure not even the French can be 
far behind. 

This is very embarrassing. 

This country is not in shape to 
entertain tourists and make good the 
boasts which were so noisily flung to 
the night air back there when a dime 
bought enough marks to fill a hay loft 
and the frane sold just under three 
cents. We have been doing a little 
remodeling and (fixing around the 
place, and frankly, though things are 
beginning to tidy up slightly, our 
country is not at its best just now. 
Give Us True, we used to say, 

“You ought to come 
A Call First. over some time and 
see a real country.” 
But it was just one of those general 
invitations such as tourists utter 
casually when they are crowded with 
wine and well-being, and not a defi- 
nite date. Dammit all, these Ger- 
mans should have phoned first instead 
of just dumping themselves on the 
front stoop with a cheery, though 
somewhat challenging, “Well, here we 
are,” 

Of course, thanks to something in 
their nature, not necessarily tact, thé 
German tourists and the French, too, 
if they decide to come, will spare the 
Americans the humiliation of being 
pelted with alms, and the time is 
hardly yet come when any of them 
will light a cigaret with a thousand 
dollar bill. But it is going to ask 
for some glib explaining if they get 
the habit of hiring cars for them- 
selves and touring the countryside for 
a close peak at the American standard 
of living which they heard so much 
about through all those years. They 
might get down into the share crop- 
pers’ country in Arkansas and ask 
to see the tiled bathrooms and plate 
glass shower booths in the sway- 
backed cabins of the poor whites. Or 
go poking around the coal country 
adrool for some of those steaming 
wheat cakes and sausage or waffles 
and chicken that Americans used to 
hanker for, and somewhat crankily, 
too, when the tourist tide was running 
the other way. 

It will be pretty hard to explain 
things, too, if any numbers of them 
find their way down into Louisiana 
and start asking about the famous re- 
publican form of government in a 
state where one man is the govern- 
ment, using troops to enforce his 
rule, and the courts, the legislature 
and the university as well. They 
might compare one dictatorship with 
another and fail to see a difference.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—Armed 
with additional facts to prove the

In a formal statement at the con- 
clusion of the caucus, Representative 
Carl Vinson, dean of the delegation, 
said: 

“The Georgia delegation met this 
morning to discuss the question of 
securing school relief funds retroac- 
tive to February 1, from the FERA. 
The delegation’s request of Federal 
Relief Administrator Hopkins at a 
previous conference was declined, but 
at the meeting this morning it was de- 
cided that additional facts have come 
to light. in connection with the ques- 
tion which should be presented to Mr. 
Hopkins hefore an appeal is made to 
the president. 

“It therefore was decided to ar- 
range for another interview with Mr. 
Hopkins and to request the presence 
of two Georgia senators with the 
Georgia delegation in the further 
presentation of the matter.” 

At a late hour today no definite 
date had been set for the meeting 
with the relief administrator. but Mr. 
Vinson anticipated no trouble in ar- 
ranging it within the next few days. 
Both Senators George and Russell. 
of Georgia, have been asked to attend 
the meeting and they have indicated 
their acceptance. 

On May 1, when the delegation last 
saw Mr. Hopkins in an effort to 
straighten out the school fund row. 
the administrator told the delegation 
he had gone as far as he could and 
that the onus for meeting unpaid 
salaries of state rural school teachers 
rested squarely upon the shoulders 
of the governor. The delegation specif- 
ically requested that funds he al- 
lotted to the state school system be 
retroactive to February 1 instead of 
April 19, the date specified in in- 
atructions sent to Miss Gay B. Shep- 
person, state relief administrator. 


Governor Talmadge himself had no. 


comment to make on the school fund 
situation beyond stating he was look- 
ing to the delegation to see that the 
needs of the state schools are met.

SIR JOSHUA STAMP 
FINDS U. 8. [5 SOUND 


British Banker Sees Im- 
provement Throughout 
Country, World. 


CHICAGO, May 7.—(4)—Sir Josiah 
Stamp, famous British banker, rail- 
road man and economist, announced 
a cheerful view of affairs in the Unit- 
ed States upon his arrival today for 
a three-day visit. 

He summed up a discussion of un- 
employment, relief policies and _ the 
prospects for inflation with this con- 
clusion: 

“The United States is bound to get 
along better now, no matter what 
you do.” 

That followed, the British econ- 
omist said in a railroad station inter- 
view, from his observation that re- 
covery was occurring throughout the 
world. 

“The world is rising.” he said. 

Sir Josiah traveled from Washing- 
ton, where yesterday he talked with 
President Roosevelt. with Lady Stamp 
and a party of Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad officials headed by Daniel 
Willard, president of the line.

What Patman Bill 


Provides for Vets 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—(UP)— 
The Patman bonus bill, passed by the | 
senate today, provides for immediate 
cash payment to the World War Vet- 
erans’ adjusted service compensation 
certificates which, under present law, 
do not become due until 1945. 

It is estimated this would cost. 
$2.200.000,000. Under the Patman’ 
plan, the payment would be made} 
with a new issue of United States 
notes, commonly called “greenbacks.” | 

Amounts which veterans have bor: 
rowed on their certificates would be} 
deducted from the amount paid to the 
veterans. Interest on the borrowings | 
would be canceled back to October. | 
193 It was estimated a_ veteran, 
who has borrowed the maximum of | 
$500 against $1,000 certificate would | 
receive $478 in cash under the Pat- | 
man plan. 

The Vinson plan, supported by the 
American Legion, was the same in 
most respects. But it merely pro- 
vided a straight appropriation of $2,- 
263,545,000 for the payment, leaving | 
the treasury to raise the money how-. 
ever it desired by regular financing |

Moreover, as the committee contin- 
ued executive sessions with a view to 
reporting out the bill this week, there 
were growing indications of an inten- 
tion to take some of the teeth out of 
the bill as originally drafted by ad- 
ministration agencies. 

A similar sentiment was evidenced 
in a poll several weeks ago of the 
house committee considering the same 
legislation. The yote there was 14 
against abolishing holding companies 
and 11 for with two members not 
recorded. While it was taken 
the president's recent listing of 
bill with “preferred” legislation, ob- 
servers believed the sentiments 
mained in favor of regulation rather 
than abolitiion. 

(Chairman Wheeler, democrat, Mon- 
tana, outspoken advocate of abolish- 
ing holding companies, said modifiea- 
tions were being made in the bill. He 
said that he had recommended that 
holding companies operating wholly 
within one state should be left intact, 
and that such organizations directing 
a geographically integrated system in 
several states might also be permit- 
ted. ; 

Under terms of the 
abolishment of public utility 
companies within five years would 
he required, and the Federal Power 
Commission and Securities and 
change Commission woukl be 
sweeping regulatory authority, not 
only to conduct of the operation 
aml holding companies, but as to the 
type of securities they might issue. 

Wheeler has contended that the 
“evils” of holding companies were so 
great that nothing but abolition would 
serve, On the other hand, Senator 
Smith, democrat, South Carolina, a 
committee member, said today: 

“To totally eliminate the whole 
thing now would do more harm than 
good. Some holding companies are es- 
sential, and have done a vast amount 
of zood,”’ 

Even more emphatic was Senator 
Hastings, republican, Delaware.
